Comprehensive Research Study of 
Cereal Straws in Canada 
Having iri mind the prevention of 
waste and the economic utilization of 
raw. materials produced in Canada, 
Lord Shaughnessy has, says the Mon- 


-treal Journal of Commerce, authoriz- 


ed Arthur D. Little, Limited, the Can- 
adian branch of a well-known Boston 
organization of analytical ‘chemists, 
to undertake a comprehensive. re- 


search study on cereal straws in 
Canada, to include the straw of 
whieat, oats, barley and rye, and hav- 
ing for its purpose the industrial util- 
ization of the.excess straw now com- 
monly burned in the West. 

This probiem has been divided into 
some twenty divisions, and these di- 
visions are being assigned, under the 
direction of Mr. Line, to various in- 
dividuals and laboratories where best 
results can be obtained in the short- 
est time. Some of these flivisions are 
the botany of cereal straws, the che- 
mistry of straws, the fuel possibili- 
ties, production of ethyl alcohol from 
sttaw, the fabrication of straw lum- 
ber, the production’ of various pulp 
and paper products from straw, 4 
study of the destructive distillation 
of straw, processes for increasing the 
feeding value of straw, the econoni- 
ics of the straw ,question, the present 
industrial uses of straw, etc. 


It is greatly desired to have the 
work sufficiently completed by next 
autumn to enable an impressive straw 
exhibit to be made at the National 
Exhibition in Toronto, after which 
there is a possibility of entrainine the 
exhibit for the purpose ‘of showing 
through Canada’ what can be done 
with this large amount of raw ma- 
terial. Mr. Little has the co-opera- 
tion of various Government depart- 
ments in this work, of ‘McGill and 
other universities, commercial labora- 
tories, and individuals.

of the British vessels sunk by a Ger- 


man submarine has given an inter-}' 


esting account of his ¢xperiences. 
“We left New York on the samic 
day as the Deutschland,” he states, 
“and proceeded on our voyage wiih- 
out inciaent till nearing England. J 
had been on duty till two a.m., and 
was snatching a few hours’ rest in 
the wireless cabin when | was awak- 
ened by the bursting of a shell above 
my head. The dawn was just break- 
ing, and I immediately made prepara- 
tions for sending out for help. The 
second shell, however, from the sub- 
marine struck the aerial, and .this 
disconnected. the whole 


The shelling continued for some time 
and the wireless cabin, of which I 
was the sole occupant, was under fie 
till the boats were lowered, and, in 
‘company with the captain, 1 was the 
last to leave the ship. j 

“The submarine commander direct- 
ed one of the boats to approach his 
vessel, and several sailors boarded 
her carrying explosives and. on_reacn- 
ing the ship these were placed on 
board. Our cook was \ 
one of the boats, and, with a pistol 
pointed at his head, was directed to 
reveal: where the stores and provi- 
sions were kept. These were loaded 
in one of the lifeboats still on our 
vessel, and wé then pulled away with 
this in tow tothe submarine. Here 
the commander gave certain ins*ruc- 
tions, and cross-examined. the cap- 
tain, the while a Gernian sailor danc- 
ed round a gun trained on our boat, 
the rest of the crew clapping their 
hands in delight at the prospect oi 
more frightfulness. 

“There was one thing I particularly 
noticed. The submarine had no, num- 
ber, but on the bow was painted the 
colors of the German flag in a circle. 

“The commander of the submarine 
having gained as much information 
‘as our captain cared to imeart, 
directed us to pull away, and, in 
broken English, said, ‘Get to heli out 
of it.” We ‘got,’ and the last we saw 
was. the submarine ,manocuvring 
round our ship, preparing, no: doubt, 
to give it the coup-de-grace. 

“In-a fairly rough sea; with 
boat full of water, clad only in om 
Pyjamas, ~oif-skin, and litebelt, it 
was seven hours before we were pick- 
ed up by another vessel, and» right 
thankful were we when we:landed io 
be received with every hospitality, 
and thankful to have escaped with 
pur lives.”

Trench Humor 
Tommies Have a Lurid Perception 
of the Humorous 


The trouble with the humor of the 
trenches on the’ British front in 
France is that, most of it you could- 
n't very well print in a family. news- 
paper. In discussing the subject, this 
was not exactly the way in which lan 
Hay, author of “The © First’ Hun- 
dred Thousand’’—otherwise Captain 
lan Hay Beith, Argyil-and Sutherland 
Highlanders, at present specially de- 
jailed to the Forcign Office—put it 
But it was the general impression you 
gathered from his carefully guarded 
remarks, Humor in the trenches, as 
Captain Beith remarked, is distin- 
guished primarily by a certain crude 
neatness. It is wholly lacking in 
subtlety, and it.is brutally direct It 
reaches the highest development in 
the hands of the Cockney Tommies, 
who have a distinctly lurid perception 
of the humorous. The Scots are far 
more ponderous in their quips, and 
the Germans—well, the best illustra- 
tion Captain Hay could give of: the 
German idea was the poster set up by 
some of them in a trench opposite 
the line held by the 16th Irish Divi-

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Belgian Army is Guarded 
By Big Water Defences 


Behind Flood-Barriers, Fighting For- 
ces Re-equipped for Coming 
Drive 


Henry Wood, the special corres- 
pondent of the United Press, with 
King Albert’s army in Belgium, 
writes as follows: 

Behind barriers of water that. are 
more impassable than the strongest 
barbed wire entanglements, the Bel- 
gian army is holding ‘its part. of the 
western battle-front and training and 
waiting for the day when more of 
Belgium can be wrested from the en- 
emy. 

The Belgian army, which holds al! 
of Belgium not in Gerinany’s hands, 
is situated in perhaps a more unjque 
fighting position than any. of the bel- 
ligerent forces. It is ‘out of fAghting 
touch with the enemy, except by ar- 
tillery firing. For the most part the 
Germans are a mile distant, and in¢ 
tervening, in place of no man’s land, 
is no man’s water. The Belgian sys- 
tem of “inundating defences” through 
the. River Yser, the Yser canal and 
various. 


inundated districts, puts a 
unique barrier between the two 
forces, 


Thanks in-part to the Allies’ Help, 
and in part to Belgium’s own indom- 
itable spirit and the industry of her 
people, King Albert’s army will not 
be obliged to suffer this winter the 
hardships and privations that fell to 
its lot during the first two winters 
of the war. The. Belgian army. has 
been completely re-equipped and out-

In part the equipment has been 
furnished by the Allies, yet a goodly. 
portion is due to the Belgians them- 
selves, because they have established 
numerous factories, not only on the 
remnant of Belgian soil still Iefr to 
them, but also in France. These fac- 
tories not . only supply . the troops, 
but give employment thousands 
of Belgian refugees. 

Thanks to the efficiency of their 
water, barriers, the Belgians are not 
subject to German infantry attacks. 
They have to withstand only artillery 
firing — and they are now equipped 
to give adequate answer to this sort 
of combat. They have constructed 
dugouts and other shelters, and with 
their new equipment the army “will 
be able to keep reasonably warm, 
dry and comfortable while manning 
the dykes along which their first- 
line defences run, a 

The Belgians are perfecting their 
army, The cavalry has been entirely 
remounted—almost without exception 
on Texas-horses. That. portion cf 
Belgium which remains. in possession 
of the Belgian army doesn’t offer sat- 
isfactory grounds for cavalfy drill. 
Therefore the various Belgian caval- 
ry divisions take turns in drilling cn 
French cavalry ground, . keeping up 
to the highest standard. of efficiency 
while waiting: for the time when they 
can participate in the redemption of 
Belgian soil. 

The: artillery branch has likewise 
been developed to a point where the 
Belgians can boast of perhaps a more 
formidable artillery strength’ than 
any army of its size in the world, The 
present war having demonstrated the 
supreme role which artillery plays, 
the Allics have seen to it that the 
Belgian army is equipped in the fal- 
lest possible manner. 

To their original field artillery. the 
Belgians themselves were able to 
add a number of batteries froin Por- 
tuguese factories, and France and 
England have added all their types 
of heavy artillery. No small contribu- 
tion was also made to the Belgian 
artillery by the Germans themselves. 
When, as a last resource, in the fight- 
ing of 1914, the Belgiums opened the 
floodgates that inundated great nor- 
tions of their soil, the "Germans inad 
to beat such a hasty retreat that they 
abandoned heavy and light artillery. 

Since that time the perfection “of 
the Belgian “inundation defences” 
has made it possible for the army to 
let off sufficient of the water to per- 
mit recovery of nearly all of this 
German artillery, It has been repair- 
ed, and a great deal of it is now ef- 
fectively serving for the Belgians. 

If the Allies have been generous in 
helping Belgium, the Belgian army 
has been likewise as generous to its 
fighting comrades, Since the “water 
.barriers” prevented close. contact 
with the enemy, Belgium turned over 
to Russia the famous armored auto- 
mobiles which played such an impor- 
tant part for Bele

“Same Old Weather 


Canada’s Climate Is Not Changing, 
According to Scientists 4 


Hew many people there are who 
will tell us with a degree of positive- 
ness that.is liable to be convinéing, 
of the great changes that have‘ taken 
place in the climate of our country, 
even within their own memories, 
‘It.is logical~to assume that ‘each 
generation of grandfathers tell the 
same story, and that we. ourselves, if 
ever we reach that . stage, will: still 
keep up the tradition. 


Were this. change reai, instead of 
being imaginary, our winters would 
years ago have reached the absolute 
zero stage, and our summers—well, 
it is hard to say what would be the 
state of our summers now, but, the 
probabilities are that the world 
would’approach the nebulous staté 
during July and August at least. ° 

But according to deductions of 
Sir Frederick Stupart, superintendent 
and, director of the Magnetic Obser- 
vatory, at Torgnto, ° these supposed 
changes in our climate are pure fic- 
tion. In short, Canada’s climate is 
not changing, or not to an extent that 
could be observed even in many gen- 
crations, - 

‘In a lecture before the Royal As- 
tronomical Society at Toronto, ré- 
cently, Sir Frederick went into the}. 
matter with considerable scientiic 
detail and minuteness. He quoted 
from meteorological tables’ obtained 
ir. some cases from early French set- 
tlers and Jesuit missionaries, and ex- 
tending back for two centuries, to 
show that the climate has been pui- 
satory through this long period; Tse 
tendency—very slight, however, _ is 
toward warmer summers and reduced 
rainfalls. Such changes as do come 
about Sir Frederick ascribed Ao 
“change in the circulation: of ihe 
earth’s atmosphere,” which, to the 
uninitiated, probably means “wind.” 

One point of interest to the lay 
mind was developed Meteorological 
and. climatic conditions in the. early 
pre-Christian ages are traced and de- 
termined through trees. ‘Trees © in 
California, which were 3,793 years of 
age, devcloped the fact that) when 
compared with primitive ‘records of 
Palestine and southern Europe,: that. 
conditions in the eastern and west- 
ern hemispheres were similar, that 
the phenomenon was presumably 
world-wide, and that-climatic changes 
during the past 3,000 years had been 
exceedingly slow.—Montreal Family 
Herald,

The naval seaman upon enlistment 
receives a full kit of clothes consist- 
ing of two cloth caps, one white duck 
cap and cap covers, three duck works! 
ing jumpers, two duck uniform ee, | 
pers, two serge jumpers. without 
cuffs, one serge jumper with cuffs, 
two jerseys, two check shirts, two 
pairs drawers, four pairs: duck trou- 
sers, three pairs serge trousers, -two 
pairs socks, one pair shoes, one pair 
boots, three blue jean collars, three 
flannels, two night shirts, two hand- 
kerchiefs and one silk handkerchief, 
two bed covers, one comforter, ham- 
mock, knife, blacking brushes, 
clothes brush, hair brush, scissors, 
soap bag, “housewife,” comb, tooth- 
brush, cap boxes, prayer book, over: 
alls, lanyards, etc, the whole being 
stowed in a brown canvas kitbag — 
the bedding excepted, which is tash- 
ed up in the hammock. Each sea- 
man receives two hammocks.  Oil- 
skins, sea-boots and watch coats are} 
issued to those men on duties which 
require them. <A stock of ready- 
made clothing is kept in the naval 
depots and aboard many ships and 
issued to. the men when necessary to 
replace lost or worn-out kit. 

After enlisting. at the ‘recruiting 
offices’ in Canada, the recruit is sent
